American commanders at Manila, Ad­ 
miral Dewey and Major GEeneral Mer­ 
ritt, united in a joint dispatch, which 
was received here late yesterday after­ 
noon, asking for instructions as to the 
manner of dealing with the varioas ele­ 
ments, particularly the insurgents, now 
that the city was occupied by the Amer­ 
ican forces. 
After a conference at the 
White House, in which Secretary Alger 
and Acting Secretary Allen participated, 
instructions were sent to the two Amer­ 
ican commanders. 
The tex t of the re­ 
quest for iustruotious and of the an­ 
swer was not made public, but Secre­ 
tary Alger summed up the instructions 
substantially as follows: 
“ The instructions are to enforce law 
and order, and to treat all law-abiding 
citizens alike.” The iustrnctions are 
practically the same as those sent Tues­ 
day night to General Lawton. 
The 
latter order specifically stated that the 
insurgents must recognize the military 
occupation and authority of the United 
States and the cessation of hostilities 
proclaimed by this government. Doubt­ 
less the same rule is being applied to 
the insurgents under Aguinaldo, al­ 
though It was not officially stated that 
.such specific orders were maae. 
It is 
.<ai(i the joint dispatch from Dewey and 
Vlerritt did 
not in 
terms refer to 
.Aguinaldo, nor did the iustrnctions 
mention the insurgent leader by name, 
it IS well understood, however, that 
tlie desire of the American commanders 
was to have instructions on the maimer 
CÍ dealing with the large and menacing 
forces of insurgents under Aguinaldo, 
who have surrounded Manila for many 
w eeks and who it is thought may or 
have demanded the right to occupy the 
city with the American forces as the 
\jabau insurgents did at ¡Santiago. 
it had been thought in some quarters 
here that the showing heretofore made 
by the insurgents would lead to their 
receiving a certain amount of recogni­ 
tion, ill tne way of joint action between 
the Unitsd States forces and those of 
the insurgents, when the city was occu- 
pit^. But the instructions sent last 
uight are based on occupation by the 
United States alone, and as a high ad- 
iiiiuistratiou official summed up the 
situation: 
“ There shall be no joint action, ex ­ 
cept between Merritt and Dewey. They 
will maintain law and order and wiU 
treat insurgents and Spaniards alike, 
requiring all to observe peace and or­ 
der.”

asked for 24 hours’ delay.

miral Dewey grauted. 
At the ex piration of the specified time. 
Admiral Dewey and General Merritt 
consulted and decided to postpone the 
attack. 
On Aug. 18 the American squadron 
formed in line off’ Mauiia. 
The Olym­ 
pia fired the first shot at the Malate 
fort. 
The shots of the Americans tell 
short and some time was occupied in 
finding the range. Then the Callao, 
one of the guntx iats captured by Ad­ 
miral Dewey from the ¡Spaniards, got 
under the fort and sent in a hot fire.

TOWNS SURRENDERED. 


W a sh in g t o n , 
Aug. 18.—Th* two 
American commanders at Manila, Ad­ 
miral Dewey and Major General Mer­ 
ritt, united in a joint dispatch, which 
was received here late yesterday after­ 
noon, asking for instructions as to the 
manner of dealing with the various ele­ 
ments, particularly the insurgents, now 
that the city was occupied by the Amer­ 
ican forces. 
After a conference at the 
White House, in which Secretary Alger 
and Acting Secretary Allen participated, 
instructions were sent to the two Amer­ 
ican commanders. 
The text of the re­ 
quest for instructions and of the an­ 
swer was not made public, but Secre­ 
tary Alger summed up the instructions 
substantially as follows: 
“The instructions are to enforce law 
and order, and to treat all law-abiding 
citizens alike.” The instructions are 
practically the same as those sent Tues­ 
day night to General Lawton. 
The 
latter order specifically stated that the 
insurgents mast recognize the m ilitary 
occupation and authority of the United 
States and the cessation of hostilities 
proclaimed by this government.

M essages E xchanged Over the New Cable 
From th e W h ite H ouse to Presi­ 
d en tial Palace In H avre. 


W a sh ig t o n, Aug. 18.—President Mc­ 
Kinley and President Fam e of France 
yesterday morning exchanged direct 
messages. The occasion was the open­ 
ing of a new cable between Cape Cod, 
Mass., and Havre, on the French coast, 
and the wires were connected to effect 
a through circuit between the White 
House at Washington, and the presi­ 
dential palace at Havre. 
The message from M. Fam e was as 
follows. 
To His Excellency, Mr. McKinley. President of 
the U nited States of Am erica:

H o ng k ong, Aug. IS.—The American 
collier Zafiro, from Manila, which ar­ 
rived here Tuesday was anchored yes­ 
terday in Junk bay.

A typhoon was raging 
yesterday and it was impossible to land 
the mails with further details of the 
battle at Manila. 
It was learned, however, from an

Then the Callao, 
one of the gunboats captured by Ad­ 
miral Dewey from the Spaniards, got 
under the fort and sent in a hot fire.

The large American* ships 
were ordered to cease firing after an 
hour’s work, owing to the failure of the 
fort to respond. 
The fighting in the trenches was most 
fierce. Fifteen minutes after the Span­ 
iards were driven to the second line of 
defenses they were forced to retreat to 
the walled city, where, seeing the use­ 
lessness oi resistance, they surrendered 
and soon afterward a white flag was 
hoisted over Manila. 
The Belgian consul at Manila, M. 
Andre, boarded the Olympia and re­ 
turned with an American lieutenant to 
the Spanish military governor, who 
agreed to surrender. 
General M erritt 
proceeded to the palace at 3:30 o’clock 
und there found the Spaniards formed 
in line. The troops surrendered their 
arms, but the officers were permitted 
to retain their swords. 
Tie American loss is reported to be 
x or eignt killed and 40 wounded.

Aguinaldo, nor did the instructions 
mention the insurgent leader by name. 
It is well understood, however, th at 
the desire of the Am erican commanders 
was to have instructions on the m anner 
ct dealing w ith the large and menacing 
forces of insurgents under Aguinaldo, 
who have surrounded M anila for m any 
weeks and who it is thought may or 
have demanded the right to occupy the 
city with the American forces as the 
Caban insurgents did at Santiago. 
it had been thought in some quarters 
here that the showing heretofore made 
by the insurgents would lead to their 
receiving a certain am ount of recogni­ 
tion, in me way of jo int action between 
the United States forces and those of 
the insurgents, w hen the city was occu­ 
pied. 
But the instructions sent last 
night are based on occupation by the 
United States alone, and as a high ad­ 
mi uistration official summed up the 
situation: 
“There shall be no joint action, ex­ 
cept between M erritt and Dewey. They 
will maintain law and order and will 
treat insurgents and Spaniards alike, 
requiring all to observe peace and or­ 
der.”

Although the navy department has 
concluded that in the interest of better 
« ¡)eed for the three new Ijattieships to 
be built it cannot afford tr» da*er the 
rec<‘ption of bids beyond the period 
fixed in the original advertisement, 
bidders will have an opportunity to 
base estimates upon plans for battle­ 
ships superior in speed to the Illinois 
type, which formed the basis of the 
original advertisements. Engineer In 
Chief Melville has prepared 11 separate 
and distinct sets of plans whereby higher 
speed can be realized in the new ships 
than the Illinois type possesses, and 
these plans will be sent to the great 
ship building firms which are likely to 
compete in order that they may submit 
bids based on them as well as upon the 
original Illinois designs. 
As is nsnal in such oases, the adver­ 
tisement permits ship builders to sub­ 
mit bids on the basis of their own plans 
or upon those of the department, so that 
the way is open for them to make use 
of these additional plans if they see fit, 
and the knowledge that the department 
will give preference iu the award to 
the bidder promising the highest speed 
doubtless will influence them to accept 
some of these plans in their calcula­ 
tion s. 
The 11 plans contemplate speeds 
ranging from 16>^ to 18 knots. Two of 
them provide for carrying 1,200 tons 
of coal, the same amount as the Illinois 
will carry, two of them change the 
present arrangements of bulkheads with 
the result of giving a speed of 17.4 
knots and raising the radius of action 
at 10 knots speed from 5,482 miles to 
6,460 iu one case aud to 5,643 in an­ 
other. This is achieved by some im­ 
provements in the engines and by the 
adoption of a different type of boilers. 
One design reduces the coal capacity 
from 1,200 to 980 tons, but the radius 
of action is still iu excess of that of the 
Illinois, being 6,630 miles, while pro­ 
vision is made for a maximum speed of 
18 knots in an emergency.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


P lans For the N ew B attleships — Mc­ 
Lean's R eal E state D eal—Fireproof 
W ood In Torpedo Boats. 


[Special Correspondence.] 
Although the navy department has 
concluded that in the interest of better 
speed for the three new battleships to 
be built it cannot afford to ds*er the 
reception of bids beyond the period 
fixed in the original advertisement, 
bidders w ill have an opportunity to 
base estimates upon plans for battle­ 
ships superior in speed to the Illinois 
type, which formed the basis of the 
original advertisements. Engineer In 
Chief Melville has prepared l l separate 
and distinct sets of plans whereby higher 
speed can be realized in the new ships 
than the Illinois type possesses, and 
these plans w ill be sent to the great 
ship building firms which are likely to 
compete in order that they may submit 
bids based on them as well as upon the 
original Illinois designs. 
As is usual in such oases, the adver­ 
tisement permits ship builders to sub­ 
m it bids on the basis of their own plans 
or upon those of the department, so that 
the way is open for them to make use 
of these additional plans if they see fit, 
and the knowledge that the department 
will give preference in the award to 
the bidder promising the highest speed 
doubtless w ill influence them to accept 
some of these plans in their calcula­ 
tion s. 
The l l plans contemplate speeds 
ranging from 16>£ to 18 knots. Two of 
them provide for carrying 1,200 tons 
of coal, the same amount as the Illinois 
will carry, two of them change the 
present arrangements of bulkheads with 
the result of giving a speed of 17.4 
knots and raising the radius of action 
at IO knots speed from 5,432 miles to 
6,460 in one case and to 5,643 in an­ 
other. This is achieved by some im ­ 
provements in the engines and by the 
adoption of a different type of boilers. 
One design reduces the coal capacity 
from 1,200 to 980 tons, but the radius 
of action is still in excess of that of the 
Illinois, being 5,630 miles, while pro­ 
vision is made for a maximum speed of 
18 knots in an emergency. 
McLean’s Real Estate Deal. 
One of the largest and most impor­ 
tant real estate transactions which have 
for some time taken place in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia was consummated the 
other day when deeds were placed on 
record transferring title to 63.37 acres 
of land on the Tenallytown road to 
Mr. John R. McLean from the Rich­ 
mond syndicate, which concern, in turn, 
by deed from Mr. McLean, is made the 
owner of a valuable tract of land bound­ 
ed by Nineteenth, Twentieth and S 
streets and Florida avenue, northw est 
The tract acquired by Mr. McLean is 
valued in the transfer at $4, OOO an acre, 
or about $254,000, while that which he 
deeds to the syndicate is estimated to 
be worth $1.50 per foot, or about $192,- 
000. The difference between the two 
values is paid in cash by Mr. McLean. 
Included in the 63.37 acres are I % acres 
whioh Mr. McLean acquires from Mr. 
Charles C. Glover, whioh secures him 
a frontage on Arizona avenue. 
Mr. McLean bas for some tim e past 
leased the Newlands property on Wood­ 
ley Lane road, and notwithstanding the 
fact that he has had nothing but a lease 
he has spent considerable money in 
beautifying the place. It is now under­ 
stood that be w ill expend a large sum 
in improving his new possessions and 
w ill erect a handsome residence.

Engineer In 
Chief Melville has prepared l l separate 
and distinct sets of plans whereby higher 
speed can be realized in the new ships 
than the Illinois type possesses, and 
these plans will be sent to the great 
ship building firms which are likely to 
compete in order that they may submit 
bids based on them as well as upon the 
original Illinois designs. 
As is usual in such oases, the adver 
ti semen t permits ship builders to sub 
m it bids on the basis of their own plans 
or upon those of the department, so that 
the way is open for them to make use 
of these additional plans if they Bee fit 
and the know ledge that the department 
will give preference in the award to 
the bidder promising the highest speed 
doubtless w ill influence them to accept 
some of these plans in their calcula 
tions. 
The l l plans contemplate speeds 
ranging from 16>£ to 18 knots. Two of 
them provide for carrying 1,200 tons

The former was rid­ 
den by Davy Brown, a well known col­ 
ored jockey of the city, and Mr. Craig, 
who is noted as a daring rider, bestrode 
the other. The last horse was a sorrel 
owned by William Clay and handled by 
his nephew who bears the same name. 
The other horses had immediately 
after the start assumed advantageous 
positions on the track, and Mr. Craig 
and his mount were on the outside tear­ 
ing along like mad for a good place 
when the racers took the stretch. 
All

of the torn and not far from the en­ 
trance to the park was reached. 
There 
the animal left the track and shot like 
an arrow across the turf. Endeavoring 
to pull him back and leaning to the 
left Mr. Craig was doing his best, al­ 
though the horse was making straight 
for a tree which stands close to the 
ticket office. Without an instant of 
warning it had quickly veered in an 
other direction, the rider had lost his 
balance and was wrapped about the 
tree. 
One foot was disengaged from 
the stirrup and the ankle of the other 
seemed to be broken. 
He dropped to 
the ground without a word, while the 
lone, freed from its harden, galloped 
on for a short distance and then stop­ 
ped. 
Col. H. R. Hill, R. L Andrews and a 
number of others were standing close to 
where the young man fell and a1 
lastened to his side. He was tenderly 
r&ised, but those about him knew in a 
moment that be would never leave the 
spot where he fell alive. He was not 
unconscious, bat opening his eyes lookec 
intelligently for a moment into Oolone 
Hill’s face. Then his eyes closed and 
in spite of all attempts to prolong his 
life, he died in a few minutes. Mr. 
Andrews at once went to the telephone 
and ordered a car forwarded from the 
power house at once, also notifying the 
fire station in order that the patrol 
might be at the foot ef Broadway when 
the oar arrived. He did not know then 
that the unfortunate yoqng man was 
dead. When the car arrived the body 
was tenderly lifted to it and taken to 
West’s undertaking rooms where it was 
prepared for burial.

Col. H. R. Hill, R. L. Andrews and a 
number of others were standing close to 
where the young man fell and all 
hastened to his side. He was tenderly 
raised, but those about him knew in a 
moment that he wonld never leave the 
spot where he fell alive. He was not 
unconscious, but opening his eyes looked 
intelligently for a moment into Colonel 
Hill’s face. Then his eyes closed and 
in spite of all attempts to prolong his 
life, he died in a few minutes.

in America after the blockade has been 
raised will be to send immediate relief 
to the starving Cubans in the field. 
Money w'hich otherwise would have 
bt? en spent for arms and ammunition 
w ill be devoted to the purchase of food, 
clothing and medicine for the Cuban 
soldiers and for their families, 
“ Withont raising the issue of who 
should govern Cuba, we feel that we 
w ill have the hearty co-operatio.u of the 
United States government in this mat­ 
ter of relieving starvation. That comes 
first, as a liumanitarian necessity . 
The 
relief will be sent immediately , with 
the permission of the American govern­ 
ment, and, so far as the Cnban republic 
is concerned, for the present we W’ill 
follow the custom of old by turning the 
swords into plow’shares and try to get 
down to actual as well as theoretical 
peac‘6 as speedily as possible.” 
“ What w ill the govwument of the 
republic of Cuba do as a government? ” 
was asked. 
“ The leading men of that 
government, 
from 
President 
Masso 
down, have implicit confidence in the 
declaration of the United States govern­ 
ment that it went to war not for the ac­ 
quisition of Cuba, but to free the island 
for the Cubans. Personally I believe that 
it is only a question of time when the 
people of Cuba will wish annexation, 
but at the present time there are many , 
especially among those w’ho went J nto 
the field against the Spaniards, whose 
aim and ambition have been independ­ 
ence. 
Any policy of the United States 
which attempted to force annexation 
before the people were ready might 
cause considerable internal trouble.” 
“ How soon after the declaration of 
peace do y ou think the question of an 
nexation 
or 
independence could be 
brought up? ” was asked. “ It may take 
several months for the Spanish govern­ 
ment to remove its soldiers from the 
island. After the Spanish soldiers have 
gone away there w ill be left only about 
120,000 
Spaniards. 
Many of these 
might renounce allegiance to the Span­ 
ish government. 
But assuming that 
there would remain 100,000 Spaniards 
on the island, that is a small number 
in comparison with the 1,200,000 na­ 
tive Cubans. W hile the Spanish troops 
are being removed I think that the 
United States government would be 
wise 
in consulting 
unofficially the 
wishes of the large native population 
The 
American 
provisional 
govern­ 
ment, which w ill no doubt be of a m il­ 
itary character, can do much toward 
strengthening the gratitude which the 
native Cubans already feel for the 
United States for having freed them 
from the Spanish y oke. Li what way 
the United States should try to get tlie 
opinion of the people of Cuba, whether 
by popular election or otherwi^, is one 
of the problems which it w ill have to 
solve. 
But no matter in what way the 
American government goes about it it 
w ill alway s find the native Cubans not 
only w illing but anxious to help the 
Americans in the solution of the prob­ 
lem. ’ * 
“ If there should be an election on 
the subject of annexation or independ­ 
ence, do y ou think the 100,000 Span­ 
iards on the island ought to be allowed 
to vote? ” “ Certainly not, ” replied Mr 
Palma. “ It is true that they are part ol 
the Cuban population, but their inter­ 
ests have never beim with the Cubans 
Only on one condition should any na­ 
tive Spaniard be allowcid to vote in Cu­ 
ba on any question, and that is that he 
should publicly renounce his allegiance 
to Spain. ’ * 
“ How about protecting the property 
of the Spaniards in Cuba? ” “ The honor 
and dignity of the native Cnban govern­ 
ment would compel it to respect the 
property and persons of all inhabitants, 
even of the Spaniards. ” 
“ How about 
the liberation of prisoners for political 
offenses? ” “ That w ill be the next de­ 
sire on the part of the native Cubans 
after food, clothing and medicines have 
been supplied to the needy . The libera­ 
tion of political prisoners is something 
which should come so quickly that we 
feel confident that the temporary Amer­ 
ican government on the island w ill lib­ 
erate them all before the question of 
annexation or independence is brought 
up.” 
“ How about the retention of Spanish 
officers in civil offices in Cuba? ” “ The 
native Cabans, who are as ten to one 
compared with the Spaniards numeric­ 
ally , would be much more easily gov­ 
erned by any body but Spaniards. They 
would have very little faith in the pro­ 
fession of allegiance on the part of a 
Spanish officeholder. 
“ And as we know it w ill be the de 
sire of the American government to rule 
Cuba temporarily with as much tran­ 
quillity as ixissible, we feel confident 
that after peace has been declared the 
temporary 
American government in 
Cuba will put men in office whose sy m­ 
pathy is with the native Cubans and

MINISTER PALMA ON THE 
FUTURE 


OF THE ISLAND. 


Baya First W ork A fter Peace Is Feeding 
of N atives—Thinks Unbans May W ant An­ 


nexation U ltim ately—B elieves Spaniards 
Should Have No Vote on A nnexation. 


Tomas Estrada Palma, delegate at 
large of the Cuban republic, said recent­ 
ly at the oi Ice of the Cuban junta in 
New York city, when asked w hat 6teps 
would be taken by his government upon 
the declaration of peace: “ The first 
thing to be done by the Cuban patriots 
in America after the blockade bas been 
raised will be to send immediate relief 
to the starving Cubans in the field. 
Money which otherwise would have 
been spent for arms and ammunition 
will be devoted to the purchase of food, 
clothing and medicine for the Cuban 
soldiers and for their families, 
“ W ithout raising the issue of who 
should govern Cuba, we feel that we 
will have the hearty co-operation of the 
United States government in this m at­ 
ter of relieving starvation. That comes 
first, as a humanitarian necessity. The 
relief will be sent immediately, with 
the permission of the American govern­ 
ment, and, so far as the Cuban republic 
is concerned, for the present we will 
follow the custom of old by turning the 
swords into plowshares and try to get 
down to actual as well as theoretical 
peace as speedily as possible.” 
“ W hat will the government of the 
republic of Cuba do as a government?’’ 
was asked. “ The leading men of that 
government, 
from 
President 
Masso 
down, have implicit confidence in the 
declaration of the United States govern­ 
ment that it went to war not for the ac­ 
quisition of Cuba, but to free the island 
for the Cubans. Personally I believe that 
it is only a question of time when the 
people of Cuba will wish annexation, 
but at the present time there are many, 
especially among those who went .jnto 
the field against the Spaniards, whose 
aim and ambition have been independ­ 
ence. 
Any policy of the United States 
which attempted to force annexation 
before the people were ready might 
cause considerable internal trouble.” 
“ How soon after the declaration of 
peace do you think the question of an 
nexation 
or independence could be 
brought up?” was asked. “ It may take 
several months for the Spanish govern­ 
ment to remove its soldiers from the 
island. After the Spanish soldiers have 
gone away there will be left only about 
120,000 
Spaniards. 
Many of these 
might renounce allegiance to the Span­ 
ish government. 
But assuming that 
there would remain 100,000 Spaniards 
on the island, that is a small number 
in comparison with the 1,200,000 na­ 
tive Cubans. While the Spanish troops 
are being removed I think that the 
United States government would be 
wise in consulting unofficially the 
wishes of the large native population. 
The 
American 
provisional 
govern­ 
ment, which will no doubt be of a m il­ 
itary character, can do much toward 
strengthening the gratitude which the 
native Cubans already feel for the 
United States for having freed them 
from the Spanish yoke. In what way 
the United States should try to get the 
opinion of the people of Cuba, whether 
by popular election or otherwise, is one 
of the problems which it will have to 
solve. 
But no m atter in what way the 
American government goes about it it 
will always find the native Cubans not 
only willing but anxious to help the 
Americans in the solution of the prob­ 
lem .’’ 
“ If there should be an election on 
the subject of annexation or independ­ 
ence, do you think the 100,000 Span­ 
iards on the island ought to be allowed 
to vote?” “ Certainly not, ” replied Mr 
Palma. “ It is true that they are part cd 
the Cuban population, but their inter 
eats have never been with the Cubans 
Only on one condition should any na­ 
tive Spaniard be allowed to vote in Cu­ 
ba on any question, and that is that he 
should publicly renounce his allegiance 
to Spain.” 
“ How about protecting the property 
of the Spaniards in Cuba?” “ The honor 
and dignity of the native Caban govern­ 
ment would compel it to respect the 
property and persons of all inhabitants, 
even of the Spaniards.” “ How about 
the liberation of prisoners for political 
offenses?” “ That will be the next de­ 
sire on the part of the native Cabans 
after food, clothing and medicines have 
been supplied to the needy. The libera­ 
tion of political prisoners is something 
which should come so quickly that we 
feel confident that the temporary Amer­ 
ican government on the island will lib­ 
erate them all before the question of 
annexation or independence is brought 
up.” 
“ How about the retention of Spanish 
officers in civil offices in Cuba?” “ The 
native Cubans, who are as ten to one 
compared with the Spaniards numeric­ 
ally, would be much more easily gov­ 
erned by anybody but Spaniards. They 
would have very little faith in the pro­ 
fession of allegiance on the part of a 
Spanish officeholder. 
“ And as we know it will be the de 
sire of the American government to rule 
Cuba temporarily with as much tran­ 
quillity as possible, we feel confident 
that after peace has been declared the 
temporary 
American government in 
Cuba will put men in office whose sym­ 
pathy is with the native Cubans and 


who stand for the policy of liberty for 
which the American government went 
to war. By dismissing from office every 
native Spaniard aud putting in office 
conservative Cubans all traces of Span 
ish government, so bateful to the native 
Cubans, will be removed. 
W e have 
every confidence that the United States 
government will eventually turn over 
the island of Cuba to the people free 
and independent, and personally I be­ 
lieve that it will not be long after that 
that Cuba will be one of the many 
proud states 
the Union.’’— New 
York Sun.

Tomas Estrada Palm a, delegate at 
large of the Cuban republic, said recent 
ly a t the o lIce of the C uban ju n ta in 
N ew York city, when asked w h at steps 
w ould bt* taken by his governm ent upon 
the declaration of peace: “ The first 
th in g to be done by the Cuban patriot 
in A m erica after th e blockade has been 
raised w ill be to send im m ediate relief 
to the starving Cubans in the field 
M oney w hich otherw ise w ould have 
been spent for arm s and am m unition 
w ill be devoted to the purchase of food 
clothing and m edicine for the Cuban 
soldiers and for th eir fam ilies, 
“ W ithout raising th e issue of w ho 
should govern Cuba, we feel th a t we 
w ill have the hearty co-operation of the 
U nited States governm ent in th is m at­ 
ter of relieving starvation. T h at comes 
first, as a hum anitarian necessity. 
The 
relief w ill be sent im m ediately, w ith 
the perm ission of the A m erican govern­ 
m ent, and, so far as the C uban republic 
is concerned, for th e present we w ill 
follow the custom of old by tu rn in g the 
sw ords into plow shares and try to get 
dow n to actual as w ell as theoretical 
peace as speedily as possible.” 
“ W h at w ill the governm ent of the 
republic of Cuba do as a governm ent?” 
w as asked. 
“ The leading m en of that 
governm ent, 
from 
P resident 
Masso 
dow n, have im plicit confidence in the 
declaration of the U nited States govern­ 
m ent th a t it w ent to w ar not for the ac­ 
quisition of Cuba, but to free the island 
for the Cubans. Personally I believe th at 
it is only a question of tim e w hen the 
people of Cuba w ill w ish annexation, 
but a t the present tim e there are m any, 
especially am ong those who w ent J n to 
the field against the Spaniards, whose 
aim and am bition have been independ­ 
ence. 
Any policy of the U nited States 
w hich attem pted to force annexation 
before the people w ere ready m ight 
cause considerable internal tro u b le.” 
“ How soon after the declaration of 
peace do you th in k the question of an 
nexation 
or 
independence could be 
brought up?” w as asked. “ It m ay take 
several m onths for the Spanish govern 
m ent to remove its soldiers from the 
island. A fter the Spanish soldiers have 
gone aw ay there w ill be left only about 
120,000 
Spaniards. 
M any of these 
m ight renounce allegiance to the Span­ 
ish governm ent. 
B ut assum ing th a t 
there w ould rem ain 100,000 Spaniards 
on th e island, th a t is a sm all num ber 
in com parison w ith th e 1,200,000 n a­ 
tive Cubans. 
W hile the Spanish troops 
are being rem oved I th in k th a t the 
U nited States governm ent w oald be 
w ise 
in consulting 
unofficially the 
w ishes of the large native population. 
T he 
A m erican 
provisional 
govern­ 
m ent, w hich w ill no doubt be of a m il­ 
itary character, can do m uch tow ard 
strengthening the g ratitu d e w hich the 
n ativ e C ubans already feel for the 
U nited States for having freed them 
from the Spanish yoke. 
In w h at way 
the U nited States should try to get tile 
opinion of the people of Cuba, w hether 
by popular election or otherw ise, is one 
of th e problem s w hioh it w ill have to 
solve. 
B ut no m atter in w h at w ay the 
A m erican governm ent goes about it it 
w ill alw ays find the nativ e C ubans not 
only w illin g but anxious to help the 
A m ericans in the solution of th e prob­ 
lem. ” 
“ If there should be an election on 
the subject of annexation or independ­ 
ence, do you th in k the 100,000 Span­ 
iards on th e island ought to be allow ed 
to vote?” “ C ertainly not, ” replied M r 
Palm a. “ I t is tru e th a t they arc p art of 
th e C uban population, but th eir in ter 
68ts have never been w ith the Cubans 
O nly on one condition should any n a ­ 
tive Spaniard be allow ed to vote in C u­ 
ba on any question, and th a t is th a t he 
should publicly renounce h is allegiance 
to Spain. ’ * 
“ How about protecting th e property 
of the Spaniards in Cuba?” “ The honor 
and dignity of the native Cuban govern­ 
m ent w ould compel it to respect the 
property and persons of all inhabitants, 
even of the S p an iard s.” 
“ How about 
the liberation of prisoners for political 
offenses?” 
“ T h at w ill be the next de­ 
sire on the part of the native Cubans 
after food, clothing and m edicines have 
been supplied to the needy. The libera­ 
tion of political prisoners is som ething 
w hich should come so quickly th at we 
feel confident th a t the tem porary A m er­ 
ican governm ent on the island w ill lib ­ 
erate them all before th e question of 
annexation or independence is brought 
u p .” 
“ How about the retention of Spanish 
officers in civil offices in Cuba?” 
“ The 
nativ e Cabans, w ho are as ten to one 
com pared w ith the Spaniards num eric­ 
ally, would be m uch m ore easily gov­ 
erned by anybody but Spaniards. They 
w ould have very little fa ith in the pro­ 
fession of allegiance on the p art of a 
Spanish officeholder. 
“ And as we know it w ill be the de 
sire of the Am erican governm ent to rule 
Cuba tem porarily w ith as m uch tra n ­ 
q u illity as possible, we feel confident 
th a t after peace has been declared the 
tem porary 
A m erican governm ent 
ii: 
Cuba w ill put men in office whose sym ­ 
pathy is w ith the native Cubans and 


who st.uul for the policy ct liberty tor 
w hich tile A m erican governm ent went 
i to w ar. By dism issing from office e\ < ry 
; native Spaniard and p u ttin g in office 
| conservative Cubans all traces of Span-

American com m anders at M anila, Ad­ 
miral Dewey and M ajor General M er­ 
ritt, united in a joint dispatch, which 
was received here late yeste rday after­ 
noon, asking for instructions as to the 
manner of dealing w ith the varioas ele­ 
ments, particularly the insurgents, now 
that the city was occupied by the Amer­ 
ican forces. 
A fter a conference at the 
White House, in which Secretary Alger 
and Acting Secretary Allen participated, 
instructions were sent to the two Amer­ 
ican commanders. 
The text of the re­ 
quest for instructions and of the an ­ 
swer was not m ade public, but Secre­ 
tary Alger summed up the instructions 
substantially as follows: 
“The instructions are to enforce law 
aud order, and to treat all law-abiding 
citizen* alike.” 
The instructions are 
practically the same as those sent Tues­ 
day night to G eneral Lawton. 
The 
latter order spastically stated th at the 
insurgents m ust recognize the m ilitary 
occupation aud authority of the U nited 
States and the cessation of hostilities 
proclaimed by this governm ent. Doubt­ 
less the same rule is being applied to 
the insurgents under Aguinaldo, al­ 
though it was not officially stilted that 
such specific orders were made. 
It is 
said the joint dispatch from Downey aud 
Merritt did 
not in 
term s refer to 
Aguinaldo, nor did the instructions 
mention the insurgent leader by name. 
It is well understood, however, th at 
the desire of the American commanders 
was to have instructions on the m anner 
ct dealing with the large aud m enacing 
forces of insurgents under Aguinaldo, 
who have surrounded M anila for m any 
weeks ami who it is thought may or 
have demanded the rignt to occupy the 
city with the American forces as the 
Cabaa insurgents did at Santiago. 
it had been thought in some quarters 
here that the show*mg heretofore made 
by the insurgents would lead to their 
receiving a certain am ount of recogni­ 
tion, in tne way of joint action between 
the United States forces and those of 
the insurgents, when the city was occu­ 
pied. 
But the instructions sent last 
uight are based on occupation by the 
United States alone, and as a high ad­ 
ministration official summed up the 
situation: 
“There shall be no joint action, ex­ 
cept between M erritt aud Dewey. They 
will m aintain law and order aud will 
treat insurgents and Spaniards alike, 
requiring all to observe peace and or­ 
der.”

BETWEEN TWO PRESIDENTS. 


Message* E xchanged Over the New Cable 
From the W liite Heinie to Prewi- 
deiitlai Palace In Havre. 


W a sh ig t o n, Aug. 18.—President Mc­ 
Kinley aud President Faure of France 
yesterday m orning exchanged direct 
messages. 
The occasion was the open­ 
ing of a new cable between Cape Cod, 
Mass., aud Havre, on the French coast, 
and the wires were connected to effect 
a through circuit between the W hite 
House at W ashington, and the presi­ 
dential palace at Havre. 
The message from M. Faure was as 
follows. 
To His Excellency, Mr. McKinley,President of 
th e United Stites of America; 
“ It affords me special pleasure to 
inaugurate the new subm arine com­ 
munication, which will 
unite 
more 
directly than heretofore our two coun­ 
tries, by addressing to you an expres­ 
sion of the feeling of sincere sym pathy 
existing between the French republic 
aud the republic of the United State*. 
I desire also to renew to you, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, the assurance of my high esteem 
aud constant friendship. 
“F elix F aure. ” 
President McKinley sent the follow­ 
ing response: 
To His Excellency, M Faure, Pnwident of the 
Republic of France: 
“ I am happy to believe th at every ad­ 
dition to the means of communication 
betwdfeu our two countries can serve 
oniv to keep alive aud to strengthen 
that feeling of cordial good will which 
has so strikingly characterized their re­ 
lations, both in early aud iu recent 
times. 
Perm it me, Mr. President, most 
heartily to reciprocate your expressions 
of esteem aud friendship. 
“ W illiam M cK in l e y . ” 


Hongkong, Aug. 18.—The American 
collier Zatiro, from Manila, which ar­ 
rived here Tuesday was anchored yes­ 
terday in Junk bay. 
She left M anila 
on the lith . 
A typhoon was raging 
yesterday and it was impossible to land 
the mails w ith further details of the 
battle at Manila. 
It was learned, however, from an 
American naval officer, that when Ad- 
i m iral Dewey, on Aug. 6, demanded the 
I surrender of Manila w ithin 48 hours, 
! the Spanish commander replied th at the 
f insurgents being outside the walls, he 
bad no safe place for the women and 
children who were in the city, and 
asked for 24 hours’ delay. 
This Ad­ 
miral Dewey granted. 
At the expiration of the specified tim e, 
Admiral Dewey and General M erritt 
consulted and decided to postpone the 
attack. 
On Aug. 18 the American squadron 
formed in line ort Manila. 
The Olym ­ 
pia fired the first shot at the M alate 
fort. 
The shots of the Americans tell 
short and some tim e was occupied in 
finding the range. 
Then the Callao, 
one- of the gunboats captured by Ad­ 
m iral Dewey from the Spaniards, got 
under the fort ana sent rn a hot fire. 
G reat destruction was done w ith the 
rapid-fire guns. 
The fort failed to re­ 
ply, but fired on the American troops 
that 
were 
storm ing 
the 
Spanish 
trenches. 
The large American* ships 
were ordered to cea.se tiring after an 
hour’s work, owiug to the failure of the 
fort to respond. 
The fignting in the trenches was mo*t 
tierce. 
Fifteen m inutes after the Span­ 
iards were driven to the second line of 
defenses they were forced to retreat to 
the walled city, where, seeing the use­ 
lessness oi resistance, they surrendered 
and soon afterw ard a w hite flag was 
hoisted over Manila. 
Hie Belgian consul at Manila, M. 
Amire, boarded tne Olympia and re­ 
turned w ith an American lieutenant to 
the Spanish 
m ilitary governor, who 
agreed to surrender. 
General M erritt 
proceeded to the palace at 8:80 o’clock 
aud there found the Spaniards formed 
in line. 
The troops surrendered their 
arms, but tile officers were perm itted 
to return their swords. 
Tie American loss is reported to lie 
x or eight killed aud 40 wounded.

Perfect order prevailed in 
M anila on the evening of Aug. 18. 
B e r u n , Aug. 18.—The Norddeutch 
Algetnein Zeitnng explains th at the 
Kaiserin Augusta, which brought away 
General Augusti from Manila, left the 
harbor after the surrender of the city, 
and asserts that the Spanish officers 
were allowed to go free, so that G en­ 
eral Augusti was able to go w hither he 
pleased.

Although the navy department has 
concluded that in the interest of better 
speed for the three new battleships to 
be built it cannot afford to ds*er the 
reception of bids beyond the period 
fixed in the original advertisement, 
bidders will have an opportunity to 
base estimates upon plans for battle­ 
ships superior iu speed to the Illinois 
type, which formed the basis of the 
original advertisements. Engineer In 
Chief Melville has prepared l l separate 
and distinct sets of plans whereby higher 
speed can be realized in the new ships 
than the Illinois type possesses, and 
these plans will be sent to the great 
ship building firms which are likely to 
compete in order that they may submit 
bids based on them as well as upon the 
original Illinois designs. 
As is usual in snob cases, the adver 
tisement permits ship builders to sub 
m it bids on the basis of their own plans 
or upon those of the department, so that 
the way is open for them to make use 
of these additional plans if they see fit, 
and the knowledge that the department 
will give preference in the award to 
the bidder promising the highest speed 
doubtless w ill influence them to accept 
some of these plans in their calcula­ 
tions. 
The l l plans contemplate speeds 
ranging from 16>£ to 18 knots. Two of 
them provide for carrying 1,200 tons 
of coal, the same amount as the Illinois 
will carry, two of them change the 
present arrangements of bulkheads with 
the result of giving a speed of 17.4 
knots and raising the radius of action 
at IO knots speed from 5,432 miles to 
6,460 in one case and to 5,643 in an­ 
other. This is achieved by some im 
pavem ents in the engines and by the 
adoption of a different type of boilers 
One design reduces the coal capacity 
from 1,200 to 980 tons, but the radius 
of action is still in excess of that of the 
Illinois, being 6,630 miles, while pro­ 
vision is made for a maximum speed of 
18 knots in an emergency.

A most distressing accident brought 
to a sudden end the races at the library 
picnic at Col arabian park yesterday 
afternoon, resulting as it did in the 
death of Albert A. Craig, a highly es­ 
teemed young man of the city. 
The program for the day was almost 
ended.and the crowd in the grand stand 
had wearied of their seats, and about 6 
o’clock taken places along the track in 
order that they might see the finish of 
a running race that had long been pre­ 
dicted would be a most exciting event. 
In order that they might be ready to 
catch the first car to the city, a number 
of persons were standing near the ticket 
office that marks the entrance to the 
park. Others still retained their seats 
in the grand stand, and all were ready 
for the finish. 
The horses started from the usnal 
place,and came dashing down the track, 
taking Che turn at the grand stand 
splendidly and jumping into the stretch 
with all the fire and animation seen in a 
race so exciting. 
W. T. Tebbutt had 
entered two horses, the bay and the 
black that have been so often seen on 
the streets of the city as to be known to 
almost everyone. The former was rid­ 
den by Davy Brown, a well known col­ 
ored jockey of the city, and Mr. Craig, 
who is noted as a daring rider, bestrode 
the other. The last horse was a sorrel 
owned by William Clay and handled by 
his nephew who bears the same name.

Andrews at once went to the telephone 
and ordered a car forwarded from the 
power house at once, also notifying the 
fire station in order that the patrol 
might be at the foot ef Broadway when 
the oar arrived. 
He did not know then 
that the unfortunate yoqng man was 
dead. 
When the car arrived the body 
was tenderly lifted to it and taken to 
West’s undertaking rooms where it was 
prepared for burial.

All artillery may be divided into two 
main classes, heavy and light Heavy 
artillery is called also garrison artillery. 
Heavy artillery guns are placed penna 
nently in forts, and the men who handle 
them form foot artillery batteries and 
regiments. 
Light artillery refers to 
guns uot permanently emplaced—that 
is, light enough to be taken from place 
to place by means of horses and ma­ 
neuvered by hand. 
In our army the 
light artillery gunners ride on the cais­ 
sons and gun carriages. 
In horse artil­ 
lery the gunners ride horses, so that a 
horse artillery battery has a great many 
more horses than a light battery. 
We 
have no horse batteries in our army. A 
field battery is a light battery. A flying 
battery is a horse battery. Siege guns 
are between heavy and light artillery. 
They are intended to be placed perma­ 
nently for the time being and are 
brought to their places by teams, but 
they are uot maneuvered as light guns 
are.—New York JSun.

Feed often and enough to be relished. 
A supply of charcoal will often prevent 
sickness. 
Eggs are flavored to a great extent by 
what the hens eat. 
Do not compel fowls to roost in close, 
hot quarters during the summer. 
Tho value of a breed depends largely 
upon the purpose for which It is kept. 
Wood ashes scattered over the floor of 
the poultry house often cause sore feet. 
Feed the poultry all the fattening food 
they will eat a few days before marketing. 
To make poultry pay have good stock 
and comfortable quarters and give good 
care. 
While nearly every breed has good mer­ 
its, there is no breed that is the best in all 
essentials. 
With turkeys it is more important to 
have fresh cocks each year than with 
chickens. 
All fowls intended to be killed for mar­ 
ket should be given no feed for 24 hours 
before killing. 
Neither eggs nor chickens alone will 
pay best, but rather a combination of 
both, as even nonsitters take seasons of 
rest. —Exchange.

CURIOUS CULLINGS.

Tomas Estrada Palma, delegate at 
large of the Cuban republic, said recent­ 
ly at the ol ice of the Cuban junta in 
New York city, when asked what steps 
would be taken by his government upon 
the declaration of peace: “ The first 
thing to be done by the Cuban patriots 
in America after the blockade has been 
raised will be to send immediate relief 
to the starving Cubans in the field. 
Money which otherwise would have 
been spent for arms and ammunition 
will be devoted to the purchase of food, 
clothing and medicine for the Cuban 
soldiers and for their families, 
“ W ithout raising the issue of who 
should govern Cuba, we feel that we 
will have the hearty co-operation of the 
United States government in this mat 
ter of relieving starvation. That conics 
first, as a humanitarian necessity. The 
relief will be sent immediately, with 
the permission of the American govern 
inenfc, aud, so far as the Cuban republic 
is concerned, for the present we will 
follow the custom of old by turning the 
swords into plowshares and try to get 
down to actual as well as theoretical 
peace as speedily as possible.” 
“ W hat will the government of the 
republic of Cuba do as a government?” 
was asked. 
“ The leading men of that 
government, 
from 
President 
Masso 
down, have implicit confidence in the 
declaration of the United States govern­ 
ment that it went to war not for the ac­ 
quisition of Cuba, but to free the island 
for the Cubans. Personally I believe that 
it is only a question of time when the 
people of Cuba will wish annexation, 
but at the present time there are many, 
especially among those who went ^uto 
the field against the Spaniards, whose 
aim and ambition have been independ­ 
ence. 
Any policy of the United States 
which attempted to force annexation 
before the people were ready might 
cause considerable internal trouble.” 
“ How soon after the declaration of 
peace do you think the question of an 
nexatiou 
or 
independence could be 
brought up?” was asked. “ It may take 
several months for the Spanish govern­ 
ment to remove its soldiers from the 
island. After the Spanish soldiers have 
gone away there will be left only about 
120,000 
Spaniards. 
Many of these 
might renounce allegiance to the Span­ 
ish government. 
But assuming that 
there would remain 100,000 Spaniards 
on the island, that is a small number 
in comparison with the 1,200,000 na­ 
tive Cubans. While the Spanish troops 
are being removed I think that the 
United States government would be 
wise 
in consulting 
unofficially the 
wishes of the large native population 
The 
American 
provisional 
govern­ 
ment, which will no doubt be of a m il­ 
itary character, can do much toward 
strengthening the gratitude which the 
native Cubans already feel for the 
United States for having freed them 
from the Spanish yoke. In what way 
the United States should try to get the 
opinion of the people of Cuba, whether 
by popular election or otherwise, is one 
of the problems which it will have to 
solve. 
But no m atter in what way the 
American government goes about it it 
will always find the native Cubans not 
only willing but anxious to help the 
Americans in the solution of the prob­ 
lem. ” 
“ If there should be an election on 
the subject of annexation or independ­ 
ence, do you think the 100,000 Span­ 
iards on the island ought to be allowed 
to vote?” “ Certainly not, ” replied Mr 
Palma. “ It is true that they are part ol 
the Cuban population, but their inter 
ests have never been with the C’ubuns 
Only on one condition should any n a­ 
tive Spaniard be allowed to vote in Cu­ 
ba on any question, and that is that he 
should publicly renounce his allegiance 
to Spain. ” 
“ How about protecting the property 
of the Spaniards in Cuba?” “ The honor 
and dignity of tho native Cuban govern­ 
ment would compel it to respect the 
property aud persons of all inhabitants, 
even of the Spaniards. “ “ How ubout 
the liberation of prisoners for political 
offenses?” “ That will be the next de­ 
sire on the part of the native Cubans 
after food, clothing and medicines have 
been supplied to the needy. The libera­ 
tion of political prisoners is something 
which should come so quickly that we 
feel confident that the temporary Amer­ 
ican government on the island will lib­ 
erate them all before the question of 


I annexation or independence is brought 
up.” 
“ How about the retention of Spanish 
officers in civil offices in Co ba?” “ The 
1 native Cubans, who are as ten to oue 
compared with the Spaniards numeric 
ally, would be much more easily gov 
emed by auylxxiy but Spaniards. They 
would have very little faith in the pro­ 
fession of allegiance on the part of a 


who stand for the policy of liberty tor 
which the American government went 
to war. By dismissing from office every 
native Spaniard and putting in office 
conservative Cabans all traces of Span­ 
ish govern nu ut, so bateful to tin- tuttiv» 
Cubans, will be removed. 
We biri 
every confidence that the United States 
government will eventually turn over 
the island of Cuba to the people free 
and independent, and personally I be 
lieve that it will not be long after that 
that Cuba will be one of the many 
proud states Df the Union.” —New 
York Sun.
